WASHINGTON, April 13, 1887. 
Editor Gazette:—Since my last letter 
Washington presents a new appear- 
ance. No longer does Spring sit in the 
lap of Winter. Thesky is again clear, 
the trees begin to show signs of leaf- 
age, the lawns are covered with @ 
beautiful green, the sun gives warmth 
to earth and air. One imagines that 
George Bancroft must have written on 
some such day as this the sentiment 
that Washington has more pleasant 
days than any other place in the 
world. Of course, this is sentiment 
only, as the great historian would 
know had he ever lived in the climate 
of Nevada. In the one month of 

March here there were more disagree- 

able days than there are in Nevada in 

12 months. But to-day is charming, 

ideal weather. All Washington seems 

to be out on the streets this evening 

enjoying either the luxuries of a 

promenade or 8 aarage ride. To say 

carriage, however, gives but a faint 
idea of the vehicle used. There is 
robably on the continent no other 
city that uses so many kinds of pleas- 
ure vehicles. A cabman has just 
ven me the names of twenty-two 
ifferent kinds that may be seen any 
day on the streets. Some of these are 
the Herdic, Hansom coupe, dog-cart, 

Gurney, Landeau, Berlin coach, Lan- 

doulet, standard cab, New York six- 

s°at barouche, vis-a-vis, cabriola, 

T-cart, Surrey’s brougham and Eng- 

lish drag. One-horse single-seated 

ca of whatever kind, with a 

driver, are hired at 75 cents per hour; 

two-horse double-seated carriages at 
$1 50 per hour. One n can ride 

a mile anywhere within the city for 25 

cents in one of these single carriages. 

There is another kind of a herdic,a 

long vehicle resembling a bus, 

in which a person may ride toany 
part of the city on its route for five 
cents. Tickets for this herdic are also 
on any of the street cars. Wash- 

n, however, has no cable cars— 
nothing but the borse car, which, in 
the metropolis of the Pacific Coast, 
seem quite ancient. It is asserted, 
however, that cable cars will be run- 
ning on the streets here within a year. 
A shall not attempt togive you a 
description of a week’s doings, but 
will try to give you some idea of where 

I have been, and what I have seen 

within the past 48 hours. Night be- 

fore last an ex-Confederate Colonel and 

I drove out to Oak View, distant four 

miles from this (Metropolitan) hotel. 

In going we passed through George- 

town, returning by the k Creek 

road. The occasion of our ride in that 
direction was a visit to President 


ings and ground cost $250,000, 
owned by the great philanthropist, W. 
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W. Corcoran, was given to the city in 
in 1869. One of the latest additions to 
the collection is “The Wood Gath- 
erers,’’ a comparatively small painting 
valued at $15,000. 

Last evening a party of three of us 
visited the National Observatoryj and 
took a look through the telescope. We 
were shown the double star Castor and 
Pollux, and Saturn. The vew tel- 
eecope, of which sowmuch is written, 
cost $50,000, yet in size and value it is 
said to be very inferior iu comparison 
with the telescope soon to be placed on 
Mount Hamilton, California. It is 
only on Tuesday eveniugs of each 
week that visitors are permitted to 
look through the telescepe, and then 
only a limited number, fore I made 
application the fuil number of permits 
had been granted, and the only reason 
I was favored was because I came from 
the “Far West’’ and couldn’t be pres- 
ent on any other Tuesday evening. 

This morning I went to the Penn- 
sylvania Depot, about a block away 
from the hotel, to bid good-bye to Sen- 
ator Stewart, who left by the Pennsy!l- 
vania Central for Duluth and Nevada. 
In the ladies’ sitting room, about five 
feet from the floor on the wall, there is 
a siab of marble two feet square > 
propriately and artistically carved. In 
the center is inscribed ‘‘James A. Gar- 
field, President of the Uuited States, 
July 2, 1881.’’ Two feet from the wall 
and in frontof this memorial on the 
floor is a brass star which marks the 
ape where Garfield fell after being 
shot by Guiteau. 


Later in the morning I visited the 
National Medical Museum on Tenth 
street, above Pennsylvania Avenue. 
This building was once a Baptist 
Church; in the early part of the late 
war it was conve into a theater, 
and known as Ford’s Theater through- 
out the country. It was there April 
14, 1865—twenty-two years ago to-mor- 
row night— that John Wilkes Booth 
shot President Lincoln. It will be 
recollected that after tne fatal shot by 
the assassin Lincoln was carried to a 
bouse just across the street, where he 
died the following day. The house is 
a four-story brick, painted red, with a 
plain front. - Pi witbin the wall of 
the second story is a slab of marble 15 
inches square, on which is inscribed 
“President A. Lincoln died in this 
house April 15, 1865.’’ In the Museum

=== | claimed even by the papers of this cit 
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Cleveland’s home at Oak View, 
about which jOst now so much is said. 
There is no house within about a half 
mile of the President’s. Then, 0: is 
frequently the case, this me 
weather, the President an Mrs. 
Cleveland were spending the evening 
there. The house is two-story, stone, 
of peculiar architecture, but in no way 
=e, more attractive than are the 
other houses in that neighborhood. 
The original price paid for the bouse 
and farm by the President I believe 
was $5,000. Since its purchase, how- 
ever, there have been made a great 
many expensive improvement. In

Yesterday forenoon visited the Pat- 
ent Office. Found there thousands of 
models of every known invention 
from a pin to a Corliss engine.

In the afternoon, in company with 
an excellent judge of art, I visited the 
Coreoron Art Gallerv.

The home is 
worth probably $150,000. Mrs, Patten 
does not furget her Nevada friends, 
but always inquires after them; she is 
bospitable and a generous éutertainer, 
besides she is 6 most capable basiness 
woman. Since ber busband’s desth, 
although baving spent nine years 1 
a she has added materially to 
ber fortune in speculations. A few 
days ugo sbe sold a villa in the vicin- 
ity of Oak View for $105,000, which, 
ta month before, cost but $60,000. 
The next call was at Mrs. Jobn A. 
Logan’s at her home at Colomet place, 
located out in the direction of the 
Soldiers’ Home, and about two and a 


half miles from the capito!. The place 
is quite in the country, and includes 
several acres of land. The house isa 
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General and herself. Io a few mo- 
ments Mrs. Logan replied in person 
tomy card. As she came into the 
parlor tears commenced to stream 
down her face, It seemed to me that 
I could read in her expression that 
the whole trip through the West last 
Summer was brought fresh to her 
mind, When she said that while she 
was :'n Nevada she little thought that 
she #0 soon would be brought te such 
grief I knew I read her aright. As 
I sat there and saw the grandest char- 
acter ainong American women sob as 
if her heart would break, it was with 
a struggle that I could keep back my 
own tears. Poor Mrs. Logan; I shall 
never forget that interview. I shall 
not attempt to repeat the many good 
and truthful thicgs she said of her 
late husband as an honest, zealous 


;iand true man; of his struggles and 


how they had just gotten ready to en- 
joy life when so suddenly he was 
taken away. Shesaid that tbe Gen- 
eral was en Sg ge placed in Hutch- 
inson’s vault in the cemetery here 
and asked me if I wouldn’t go out 
there before I left the city for the 
West. This I shall certainly do. The 
Legislature of Illinois bas recently ap- 
repriated $50,000 fora monument to 
er distinguished citizen, to be 
erected in one of the parks of Chi- 
cage, and as soon as completed 
his remains will be taken there for fi- 
nalinterment, It is understood that 
Mre, Logan’s final resting place will 
be beside ber husband. Mrs. Logan 
asked about many people in Nevada, 
and seemed very appreciative when I 
presented ore ye and kind regards 
from some of her Nevada friends. 
My call was accepted as representa- 
tive of a people in a section of the 
West that could not bestow too much 
honor upon the great hero and states- 
man, and whoadmire Mrs. Logan as 
they do ne other woman in America. 
Wish I could give an adeq uate descrip- 
tion of the simplicity of her manners 
= granduer of characteras exhibited 
y Mrs. Loganin this conversation at 
her home at Calomet Place, but 
words fail me. . Remarkable woman! 
As long as she lives she wil) continue 
to be the idol of the American people. 
This evening I calied at Senator 
Dolph’s, at No. 8 Lafayette sqdare, 
spending a pleasant hour there. There 
were other business and pleasure calls 
which I have made within tbe past 
few days, but I have described only 
those in which I hoped and believed 
your readers would be interested.

A Fearful Ralilread Accident. 

SPoKANE Fauus, W. T., April 25. 

It has just been learned that on 
Thuisday afternoon aterrible accident 
occurred on the Cascade division of 
the Northern Pacific four miles be- 
yond Chelum. A west-bound train, 
pusbing a flat car loaded with laborers 


was going around a curve, léading to 
a trestie, at a good rate of speed, wheu 
it ran‘into a bog engine which was go- 
ing east. The flat-car balf wey 
through the tender and crushed up 
against the pilot of the west-bound 
train on which were two men who 
were crushed to a pulp, only a foot 
and ove head being left by which to 
identify them. The hog engine was 
knocked 80 feet; tive men were killed 
outright and one hassince died, The 
injured number 18, All of the physi- 
cians of Ellenburg were immediately 
sent to the front by a special train, and 
are rendering every assistance possi- 
ble. The scene of the accident as de- 
scribed by these present, beggars de- 
scription; blood is scattered in every 
direction, and the neighboring rock 
bear evidence of the fearful carnage.

Overland Freight Hates. 
San FRANCISCO, April 25.
